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Method for producing a transgenic animal comprising 
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intracytoplasmic sperm injection into an oocyte, 
wherein said exogenous DNA is bound to the 
spermatozoon. 
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Method for producing a transgenic animal comprising 
the step of transferring exogenous DNA by 
intracytoplasmic sperm injection into an oocyte, 
wherein said exogenous DNA is provided as a retroviral 
particle.

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Method for producing a transgenic primate comprising the 
step of injecting a nucleus into an enucleated oocyte by 
intracytoplasmic nuclear injection, wherein said nucleus' is 
isolated from a somatic cell. 
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
